U.S. Feeling Its Way. 

Dulles said he already had 
conferred with representatives 
of a number of countries who 
had talked with Chou at Ban- 
dung and that the United States 
was feeling its way in the mat- 
ter. 

Asked whether he would term 
the Formosa strait situation a 
de facto cease-fire, Dulles re- 
plied that in reality it could 
fairly be called that. He added 
such a cease-fire was not satis- 
factory in that it is on an in- 
formal basis; if you try to for- 
malize them you may run into 
difficulties. 

Dulles, who said at Columbia 
(S.C.) yesterday it would take 
“more than words and more than 
one meeting” of the Big Four to 
create conditions in which this 
country could relax security pol- 
icies, was asked whether he 
‘could offer anything more opti- 
'mistic. He replied that the pos- 
sible good that might come of. 
‘the Big Four conference de- 
pends on whether the Russians 
display a genuine will to solve 
the problems that will be dis- 
cussed. 

He went on to say there may 
be a significant relationship be- 
tween the climate of the forth- 
coming Big Four meeting and 
the recent visit of Russian lead- 
ers to Yugoslavia, a one-time So- 
viet satellite that broke away. 
Much of what needs to be done 
at the conference refates to cen- 
tral and eastern Europe, Dulles 


Possibility of Change. 

The attitude of the Soviets to- 
ward the independence of Yugo- 
slavia may mean a change in 
Russian attitude toward the 
satellites, the Secretary went on. 
What he has described as the 
“humble pilgrimage” of the Rus- 
sians to Belgrade, when com- 
bined with the recent conclusion 
of the Austrian independence 


He added, in reply to a ques- 
tion, it was a possibility that 
Russia may be willing to loosen 
the reins somewhat on its eastern 
European satellites. 

A question that can be decid- 
ed at the Big Four conference, 
Dulles said, is whether there is 
a new spirit among the Soviets 
to follow through with wartime

If we underestimate the 
Communists, Svmington said 
“then we lose our country and 
put our children into slavery 

One reason for the lag in 
graduating scientists, Symington 
said, is that the draft law con- 
tains no provision that would 
prevent “a boy proficient in 
nuciear physics from being put 
into the Army to peel potatoes.” 

Price of Rejection. 

Should the Russians reject the 
plan set forth in the Symington 
resolution, they will be saying 
that they are not interested in 
peace and well being for their 
peoples, the Missourian said 

He emphasized that under any 
disarmament plan. “the free 
world automatically commits 
suicide unless there is free and 
uncontrolled inspection within 
the various countries’ to see 
that condition of the plan dfe 
being met 

As for the current conduct of 
the Communist leaders, which 


some have interpreted as being 
peaceful gestures, Symington 
said. “If I were a Russian lead- 
er and wanted to act in the fu- 
ture as | had acted in the past 
I would do just what the Com- 


munists are doing now to get 
the free world to lower its 
guard.”

Acceptance by the Ford com- 
pany of the principle that an 
emplover has a moral obligation 
provide tor his employes in 
limes of lay-olfs represents. the 
nub of Reuther's objective, al- 
though in practice it falls short 
It amounts to a sup- 
plementary unemployment _in- 
surance plan for a 26-week max- 
imum with the company adding 
to state unemployment compen- 
sation. 


In tying It up with state al- 
lowances and limiting the period 
of payments to that covered by 
state contributions, the company 
takes the element of uncertainty 
from its liability and at the same 
time olfers a plan backed by a 
$55,000,000 special fund which 
its economists calculated puts it 
well within limits of ability to

Reuther now goes into the 
General Motors negotiations 
armed with the weapon of a 
supplementary wage unemploy- 
ment plan given by a major 
competitor in a fiercely com- 
petitive industry. He has his 
program rolling and is out to 
push it, although General Mo- 
tors with its 325,000 production 
employes may present a tougher 


and more expensive problem 
than Ford. 
In becoming the leader of 


labor's drive for some form of 
wage guarantee, Reuther, who 
also is president of the CIO, ac- 
cepted a calculated risk of fail- 
ure and loss of prestige.

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Salk Says Inoculated Child 


Can Be ‘Carrier’ of Polio Virus 


‘But So Can Auotole Else, He Asserts — 
Vaccine Developer Answers 
Questions About Serum. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., June 
7 (AP)—Dr. Jonas E. Salk today 
answered some of the most criti- 
cal questions in parents’ minds 
about his polio vaccine. He ad- 
dressed the American Medical 
Association and held a press 
conference. 

Does just one shot give some 
protection” 

Yes, Salk said. It gives a large 
lasting up 
to six months or longer. 

If a child has had one shot, is 
paralytic polio more likely or 
less likely to occur? 

Less likely, he said. 

Does the giving of one shot 
increase his chances of getting 
polio” 

No. It reduces the chances. 

Does the second shot have to 
be given soon? 

Can Be Delayed. 

No, he said: it apparently can 
be delayed for up to 30 months, 
without having to start the vac- 
again. 

Can the second shot be given 
in the summer, when polio may 
be prevalent? 

Yes. It is perfectly safe to give 
the second shot then. 

Should a child be given his 
first shot m summertime, when 
polio may be widespread? 

The consensus is that it can 
be given then, Salk said. There 
can be a risk, but it is slight on 
a community-wide basis. 

Can a child who has been vac- 
cinated pass polio on to his 
brothers, sisters or parents? 

Yes, this is possible, and this 
could explain some of the cases 
of polio. occurring now in fami- 
lies of vaccinated children. 

He explained the vaccine is 


designed to prevent paralytic 
polio by creating antibodies, in 
a child's bloodstream, against 


the three types of polio virus 
which can cause human paraly- 
sis. 

Does Not Stop Infection. 

The vaccine cannot prevent 
polio virus from entering the 
child's body and infecting him. 
It is intended to prevent those 
viruses from hitting at his 
nerves and causing paralysis. 
The antibodies in the blood can 
intercept the viruses befote they 
get to his central nervous sys- 
tem

What, in time, is the ideal 
thing to do with the polio vac- 
cine? 

To vaccinate all children pos- 
sible. And to vaccinate mothers- 
to-be, either in or preferably) 
before pregnancy, so that the) 
will pass polio-fighting anti- 
bodies on to their babies. These 
antibodies would persist for a 
while, with the children getting 
the polio vaccination later, by 
about 1 year 

Is the vaccine safe? 

Yes, declared Salk. 
is properly made~ and 
istered. 

Should a child get his first 
shot in the summer, the time 
when polio is most prevalent? 

Up te Local Officials. 

This, in amplification of 
earlier question, is Salk’s 
swer: 

“This is a question for 
health officers or 
decide. 

“The situation is this If a 
child has viremia, meaning that 
polio viruses are present in his 
bloodstream, then it appears 
that simply the use of a needle 
can tend to make the virus 
localize in the area of the in- 
jection. It doesn’t matter wheth- 
er the injection™ is penicillin, 
polio vaccine, or injection of a 
salt solution. This is the evi- 
dence from experiments’ on 
monkeys and other studies

INQUIRY PRESSED, 
SAYS JUSTICE AI 


Brownell Assistant As- 
serts Ford Also Has 


Been Under Inquiry 
on Dealer Contracts. 


WASHINGTON, June 7 (UP) 
-The Justice Department is 
pressing “with utmost vigor” an 
anti-trust investigation of Gen- 
eral Motors to determine if that 
huge corporation illegally mon- 
opolizes part of the automotive 
market, Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Stanley N. Barnes said to- 
day

difficulties in processing and 
testing some lots. 


“If lots were clearly unsatis- 
factory, the manufacturers did 
not offer them for clearance, 
and therefore the protocols were 
not submitted and studied. 


“The difficulties experienced 


by the manufacturers, as well as | United States 


their successes, were now seen 
to provide valuable information 
which led the Public Health 
Service to require improved 
safety testing.” 

In the case of Cutter Labora- 
tories’ vaccine, he said, the Gov- 
ernment is still studying “the 
extent to which unique problems 
might account for the probable 
presence of active virus in some 
lots of Cutter materials.” 


Of 114 cases of polio reported 
in vaccinated persons through 
May 31, he said 79 were associ- 
ated with Cutter vaccine, used 
in about 409,000 children. 


Turning to difficulties en- 
countered in manufacture and 
testing of vaccine, Dr. Scheele 
gave this account of recent find- 


ings: 
That safety tests were not de- 
vised really to detect small 


amounts of residual living virus 
which might have been left 
when the virus was killed by 
mixing it with formaldehyde and 
heating it. 

Virus particles might have 
escaped being killed because 
they had clumped together, or 
there was not uniform mixing 
of the fluid. 

Theoretically, he said, the 
treatment should have reduced 
the amount of living virus to a 
harmless level. But in actual 
practice “it was quite apparent 
that different standards of ac- 
ceptability as regards the pos- 
sible presence of infective par- 
ticles have been incorporated i> 
the processes by different man- 
ufacturers. 

“This variation stems from 
the erroneous assumption that 
the volumes used in the tests 
should be directly proportional 
to the total volume tested. Rou- 
tine testing on such assumptions 
would not provide a reasonable 
assurance of the absence of live 
virus in the finished vaccine.” 

More Rational Tests. 

Now, he said, “a more ration- 
al basis for safety testing has 
been adopted.” 

Dr. Scneeie declared, “It is 
also apparent that the inactiva- 
tion ‘killing’ process had not 
been carried out in such a way 
as to yield consistent results in 
the hands of most of these man- 
ufacturers. 

“That is to say, the initial test 
performed at the time when all 
live virus is presumed to be in- 
active shows that an appreciable 
proportion of single-strain pools 
still contained live virus.” 

Each of the three types of 
virus for the vaccine is grown 
separately, and killed separately, 
then is mixed together for the 
final vaccine 

Studies of safety tests made 
on the combined vaccine “offer 
further evidence of inadequacy,” 
he continued. 

“Live virus was frequently 
found in a trivalent (combined) 
pool when this had been pre- 
sumed to be free of live virus 
on the basis of testing applied to 
the monevalent (‘single strain) 
pools which composed it 

“One can only conclude that 
the tissue culture test for active 
virus, as applied to the single- 
strain pool, was not an adequate 
process guide, nor did it provide 
a sense of security that sizable 
concentrations of live virus 
would not be included in the 
trivalent pool.” 

Single Test Inadequate. 

Positive findings of live virus 
occurred often enough “to mini- 
mize the reliability of a single 
subsequent negative test, wheth- 
er used for process control or as 
a final test of safety.” 

A remedy for this, he skid, is 
more frequent testing and more 
sensitive tests. 

In one laboratory, he said, 
live virus was still found after 
the formaldehyde treatment in 
44 out of 233 single-strain lots. 
These were reheated for two to 
three more days, and only 21 
were negative. Some of the 
remaining lots were heated 
again, and two still showed posi- 
tive virus. 

He said it had also been 
found that “live virus detecta- 
ble by tissue culture is not de- 
tected by monkey tests as pres- 
ently performed.” 

A more sensitive test in mon- 
keys is needed. 

Dr. Scheele spelled out in 
detail the changes in manufac- 


turins and testing. This includes 
getting at least two negative 
tests within a three-day period 
on each separate strain pool 
during inactivation, and stricter 
testing of the final pooled vac- 
cine. 

The changes also call 
in temperature and acidity con- 
trol.

During our academy careers, 
we had, to the best of our ability

The Peters Case Decision 


The Supreme Court saved for the last day of 
its term what will doubtless go down as one of 
its most significant decisions of the postwar 
decade. This is its 7-to-2 ruling in the case of 
Dr. John Punnett Peters, labeled a_ security 
risk and fired by Secretary Hobby's Department 
of Healtir, Welfare and Education two years ago 
from his post as consultant to the Public Health 
Service. 

In essence the decision. in which Chief Jus- 
tice Warren spoke for the majority, is that the so- 
called Review Board's action against 
Dr. Peters ‘was patently in violation of the presi-

dential executive order in loyalty cases. 

This being so, the Supreme Court, in keeping 
with its practice of deciding cases narrowly if 
possible, found “that the constitutionality of the 
order of itself does not come into issue.” By 
this means the highest court avoided passing on 
the validity of the practice of denying an ac- 
cused person the right to face his accusers. 

Dr. Peters, a native of Philadelphia, is senior 
professor of medicine at Yale University where 
he was graduated in 1908. Now, 67 years old, he 
will reach retirement age in December. To un- 
derstand how the case against him arose it is 
necessary to turn back ‘the calendar to the period 
1936-39.

He was not told 
who his accusers were and when the case was 
argued in the Supreme Court in April the Jus- 
tices sharply questioned Government lawyers 
only to learn that even the Supreme Court itself 
could not see the full file of secret information 
and sources.

Do We Need This Gangster ? 


A bill to grant an immigrant permission to 
take up permanent residence in the United 
States is an unusual piece of business. The re- 
cipient of this great favor and Special considera- 
tion is presumed to be a person whose record is 
meritorious or a person who shows some other 
promise of becoming an asset to his adopted 
country. 

Senator Olin D. Johnston of South Carolina 
has intreduced a bill to grant permanent resi- 
dence to Nicolo Impastato, a reputed Mafia 
gangster, who in 1942 was named in 155 counts 
of narcotics law violations and was sentenced to

two years in federal prison. Impastato also was 
mentioned before the Senate Committee to In- 
vestigate Organized Crime as ‘strong-arm man” 
in 1929 for John Lazia, underworld czar of Kan- 
sas City. Impastato did not appear before the 
Kefauver Committee to refute this or other alle- 
gations concerning his mysterious career.

Precedent in Detroit 

Negotiations between the Ford Motor Co. and 
the CIO United Auto Workers proceeded on a 
high level and came to a productive end. But 
the product in the form of a “guaranteed annual 
wage" is not exactly a guaranteed annual wage. 

Secretary of Labor Mitchell offered perhaps 
the best definition of the results as long ago as 
last October, when he said, ““What the unions are 
really talking about is supplementary unemploy- 
ment compensation.” 

That is what Ford gave and the auto workers 
got. The new three-year contract provides for 
company payments of up to $25 a week for up to 
26 weeks to employes who are laid off work. 
Ford will finance these jobless payments with 
a $55,000,000 fund and will guarantee the work- 
ers 65 per cent of their usual pay for four weeks 
and then will drop to 60 per cent for the rest 
of the time. 

The Ford contract does not guarantee a spe- 
cific annual wage, nor a specific number of equal 
paychecks in a year, nor a certain number of 
work weeks. In these respects it differs from the 


forms of the guaranteed annual wage which 
have been debated for years 
One of the oldest forms of “G.A.W.” was pro- 


vided by Procter & Gamble. The purpose was to 
guarantee thousands of workers 48 weeks of 
work each year, but the worker was expected to 
take whatever job was available,. sometimes at 
less pay. Hormel & Co. devised a plan to give 
employes 52 equal paychecks a year. But these 
are consumer-goods industries. Their employ- 
ment patterns are far more regular in good times 
or bad than those of such heavy-goods industries 
as autos and steel. 

What the new Ford contract does is to bring 
a greater measure of security to auto workers. 
It provides a softer cushion against unemploy- 
ment, whether the joblessness is caused by re- 
tooling, recession or automation. If the plan is 
not the same thing as the traditional forms of 
guaranteed annual wage, it has something of the 
same effect. And it establishes a notable prece- 
dent for heavy. industry 

Only a few months ago the auto manufactur 
ers seemed adamant acainst any such plan, and 
the union seemed equally stubborn in demanding 
much larger “supplementary unemployment com- 
pensation.” Only a few days ago a strike was 
threatened and when the contract was signed 
114,000 Ford employes were on the street. 

Considering the dangers and problems and 
precedent involved, the results of the Ford ne- 
gotiations are a remarkable achievement in col- 
lective bargaining. The public can hope that 
more security for auto workers leads to greater 
Stability in the auto industry and the national 
economy as well. 
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Ghost Storv

This exchange occurred in the telecast from 
the Truman home in Independence and has 
haunted us. Does Harry Truman believe in 
ghosts? Why ghosts in the White House—and 
Lincoln's ghost, especially? Why should the 
wraiths of Presidents past walk uneasily in the 
halls of their greatness? 

Arthur Krock of The New York Times put 
some of these same questions to Mr. Truman on 
the telephone. The answer is not ethereal. It is 
corporeal and material. 

Mr. Truman was spoofing. The knocks and 
creakings which the ex-President heard in the 
White Housc were warnings all right. not from 
ghosts, but from the old house itself. When a 
piano finally broke through the ceiling of the 
State dining room, Mr. Truman decided it was 
time to remodel, and moved out temporarily. 

Mr. Truman told Mr. Krock that he had heard 
many ghost stories about the White House, but 
no ghosts. The shade of the sprightly Dolly Madi- 
son, who rescued state papers from the British 
in 1814, is particularly popular. But most of the 
ghost stories relate to Abraham Lincoln, and 
the only excuse for that, is that famous men 
have famous ghosts. Nobody seems to talk about 
the spirit of William McKinley except, of course, 
a few Republican Senators 

Harry Truman is a hard-headed Missourian and 
would presumably say to any ghost, “Well, show 
me!" But ghosts do not show themselves and 
seldom speak unless spoken to Anvhow, the 
White House 1s no place for men who are afraid 
of shadows

Research Vs. Retorts 

With due caution, the American Cancer So- 
ciety says that quitting cigarettes probably re- 
duces the risk of dying with lung cancer. The 
society's studies covered 32 months and the 
deaths of 8000 men, but states that much more 
evidence is needed before there can be proof 

This is a reasonable approach which so far 
confirms earlier statistical studies, by Dr 
A. Graham of St. Louis and others. But the Can- 
cer Society's report was immediately attacked 
by Timothy V. Hartnett, chairman of the Tobacco 
Industry Research Committee. He says the study 
does not establish “cause and effect.” 

Of course it does not, and the Cancer Society 
clearly did not claim anything of the sort. But 
what has the Tobacco Industry Research Com- 
mittee proved or even pointed to in the mean- 
time? This agency was established a year and 
a half ago by 14 tobacco companies and associa- 
tions. Its announced purpose was to make scien- 
tific and obje:tive studies of the cigarette-cancer 
question. But it has been on the defensive for 
the tobacco industry ever since. 

The best way for the Tobacco Industry Re- 
search Committee to attack research by others 
is to do a better and more acceptable job of re- 
search—if it will. A progress report is more in 
order than criticism of others.

As a city contemplating a long-range 
program of capital improvements, Min- 
neapolis should note carefully the tre- 
mendous stride which St. Louis took 
in that direction 

The story may he 
years St. Louis has been attacked by 
blight and decay, a sort of creeping 
municipal anemia. Then the city voted 
on 23 bond propositions totaling more 
than $110,000,000. 

Each proposition required a two-thirds 
vote to pass and each was overwhelm- 
ingly adopted. In addition the voters 
also approved a $16,000,000 bond issue 
for school improvements. 

Commenting on this remarkable 
showing, the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
says of the people of St. Louis: 


“They voted for progress—and against 
decay. They voted for the new and the 
clean—and against the outmoded and 
the dirty. They voted for a moving, 
growing, advancing future—and against 
a blighting, killing past.” 

Obviously no exact parallel can be 
drawn between the needs of St: Louis 
and the needs of Minneapolis. We are 
not suggesting that the problems of 
Minneapolis fall in the precise pattern 
of St. Louis or that solutions should be 
cast in identical molds. 


But Minneapolis is afflicted with 
blight and decay. We, too, need to clear 
away what is blighted, uneconomic and 
outmoded and plan for a city which has 
been soundly rehabilitated. 

We. too, need new public buildings, 
including a main library building, as 
part of a great new civic center in the 
lower loop. And we, too, have school

and highway needs, including long- 
dreamed-of expressways. : 
The Minneapolis dream differs in 


scope’ and detail from the St. Louis 
dream, but the condition of fulfillment 
is the same. It is an aroused citizenry 
which has a bold and imaginative vision 
of the future. It is a citizenry which is 
ready and willing to pay the cost in- 
volved in bringing that vision to reality 

In St. Louis: says the Post-Dispatch: 

“Property owners who knew their 
taxes would be increased. wage earners 
who knew they would help pay the 
costs, citizens who might never need a 
hospital or not ever use a_ public 
school voted for them because their 
city needs them.” 

That, in short, was the spirit of St 
Louis 

In Minneapolis, pondering capital im- 
provement: plans which can transform 
the city, we shall do well to note this 
fine example from Missouri.

In the history of every great city, cer- 
tain events stand out as decisive turn- 
ing points which shape the course of 
development for years ahead. The 
smashing St. Louis bond victory was 
one of those civic peaks. In its 191- 
vear history, our sister Missouri

Bond funds made available total $127.- 
034,000. The bonds will be the basis for 
participation by federal and state ap- 
propriations and for private develop- 
ments of vast tracts of slum-cleared land.

st. Louis voters gave their over- 
whelming approval to a $110,600,000 
series of loan proposals intended to re- 
lieve their downtown area of traffic 
congestion, business stagnation and 
general decay. A total of 23 loans was 
indorsed by margins of 3 to 1 up to 
as high as 7 to 1. 

Included in the package are $43 
000,000 for highways, much of which 
will go toward the city’s share of three 
new expressways running north, south 


and west into the downtown district: 
$36,000,000 for slum clearance, neigh- 
borhood rehabilitation, parks, play- 


grounds and community centers, and 
$18,800,000 for new city buildings 

The success of the urban renewal 
campaign in conservative St. Louis is 
credited to the scores of business and 
civic groups, city agencies and news- 
papers which have awakened the citi 
zenry to the need to do something dras- 
tic about downtown strangulation and 
the flight to the suburbs 

Pittsburgh, of course, is the primary 
example of a city that has poured money 
and energy into a large-scale face-lift- 
ing program, with spectacular results 
Philadelphia has also adopted such a 
program, and, to a lesser extent, Chi- 
cago. Baltimore, too, has its urban re- 
newal and expressway programs 

But Baltimore as yet cannot be said 
to have fully awakened to the needs for 
downtown rehabilitation or to have de- 
veloped a consolidated drive to do 
something about it. Baltimore is work- 
ing piecemeal and at a pace that barely 
offsets the inroads of decay. But Balti- 
more does not have its business and 
civic leaders organized to give impetus 
to a face-lifting campaign.

St. Louis voters went to the polls to 
decide, as Mayor Raymond Tucker ex- 
pressed it in a pre-election statement, 
“whether we are going to live in a pros- 
perous city or whether St. Louis wil! 
just be a good town to leave.” 

The voters left no room for doubt. In 
overwhelming numbers they let it be 
known they not only want a prosperous 
city but are willing to do something 
about it. This théy aemonstrated by 
giving top-heavy approval to bond issues 
totaling $110,639,000 

Here is an example of civic spirit to 
make cities throughout the United 
States sit up and take notice. The huge 
municipal improvement program was 
divided into 23 separate items so that 
voters might reject any they didn't want. 
All passed, most of them by much more 
than the necessary two-thirds majority. 

What made this possible was team- 
work on the part of various elements in 
the life of the community.. Groups with 
little or nothing else in common readily 
recognized that they had a mutual in-. 
terest in saving their city from civic 
decay. 

Typical of this spirit was the attitude 
of enlightened self-interest expressed 
by the president of the St. Louis Real 
Estate Board, Sam Michaelson, in an 
election-eve appeal for the bond issue. 
“We are in favor of the bond issue.” he 
said, “because it can remake the face of 
St. Louis. It can materially relieve our 
traffic congestion . . . improve our 
playgrounds, create new city parks, give 
us better street lighting .. . rehabilitate 
our older neighborhoods so they can 
resist blight and decay.” 

To the property owner, he added. this 
“means that he won't have to sit and see 
his property values go down because 
the city around him is decaying. ; 
We think the benefits property owners 
will gain will far outweigh the costs.” 

The St. Louis vote, incidentally, fol- 
lows approval last year by Kansas City 
voters of a $57,000,000 bond issue for 
similar purposes. They call Missouri 
the “Show-Me State,” but if the up-and- 
coming spirit of these two cities is any 
index, Missourians would rather show 
than be shown. Thev've shown other

The image reflected in a mirror may 
be changed greatly by altering the po- 
sition of the viewer. This fact may be 
applied to one’s own view of his life.

Do pension funds and 
insurance companies 
own common stocks?

Yes, many insurance companies and 
pension funds do own common stocks 
today. So do many other “‘institu- 
tions’ —foundations, school and col- 
lege endowment funds, hospitals, 


religious and charitable organizations and some savings 
banks. Also banks administering personal trusts hold 
large amounts of common stocks. 

In the past three years, institutional investment in 
common stocks has increased subst: antially. (It is also 


Tod: ay institu- 
tions of all types hold about one-fourth of all common 
stocks listed on the New York Stock Exchange. Their 
stocks have a market value of about $40 billion. Some 
university endowment funds have more than half of 
their investments in common stocks because they have 
confidence in the future of American companies and 
wish to increase their income. 

Of course, almost all institutions diversify their in- 
vestments with preferred stocks and bonds as well.

Mrs. Edwin L. Mott Has Served for 13 Years Without Pay at St. Louis Children's Hospital

ITH no children of her 
W Edwin L. 
become a. substitute 
mother to hundreds of young 
patients at St. Louis Children's 
Hospital, quieting their fears, 
hearing their prayers, helping 
them with their school work, 
playing games and teaching han- 
dicraft during the lonely hours 
when their own parents can't be 
with them. 

For more than 13 years, Mrs. 
Mott has served without pay at 
the hospital, four years as a 
nurse's aide and since 1946 as 
a volunteer member of the occu- 
pational therapy department, as- 
sisting the professional therapist 
two full days each week. 

But she doesn’t forget Chil- 
dren’s Hospital and patients in 
Ward 2 the other five days. To 
be sure, she allots part of her 
extra time to other volunteer 
work, especially with her own 
church—and each Thursday she 
takes a vacation and goes to 
parties — but her youthful 
charges are never out of her 
mind. Many of her off-duty 
hours she spends picking up do- 
nations of books or puzzles or 
toys for the department, shop- 
ping for the children or start- 
ing handicraft projects for them 
to complete. 

“Consequently, I dont get 
around to doing the family laun- 
dry until 3 o'clock Monday 
morning.” she laughed. “But as 
long as the work is for the chil- 
dren, I don't mind. Children are 
wonderful.” 

And if you follow Mrs. Mott 
on her hospital rounds, you 
know that the kids in Ward 2 
think she’s pretty wonderful too. 
Even though the average stay of 
a patient is only 10 days, she 
has become friendly with the 
youngsters long before that 
time, and they happily visit with 
her when she goes from bed to 
bed. 

“They're awfully good pa- 
tients,” she said. “I think may- 
be they can stand pain better 
than adults, and they don’t com- 
plain. It just breaks your heart 
to see some of them when they 
come ih, but there’s such a tre- 
mendous satisfaction in seeing 
them walk out again.” 

Sometimes when she goes into 
the ward, she takes her camera 
with her, snapping photographs 
to be prized by the children and 
their parents long after the hos- 
pital stay is over. Lately, she 
has been taking a tape recorder 
into the ward, singing to the 
children and letting them re- 
cord their own voices. 

“Now, I'm taking lessons so 
I can play the piano for them.” 
she said. Then she added with 
a laugh, “I took my teacher the 
simplest book I could find, but 
she said even that was too hard 
so we're Starting from the be- 
ginning.” 

She takes a lot of laughter 
into the sick room with her. nev- 
er letting the children guess for 
a moment that she’s worried 
about them or that she might 
have a problem or two of her 
own, And she can laugh at her- 
self.

N ONE of the evening news- 
| pavers over the weekend I 

read an article that said that 
at United Nations headquarters 
there is a good deal of anxiety 
about Israel-Arab relations. At 
the same time, it said, there is 
considerable optimism about the 
rest of the world. 


I have a feeling that any op- 
timism is only partially justi- 
fied, for in the long run it might 
well prove to be a hope built on 
a sand foundation. There is a 
long way to go before the two 
Chinas actually settle their dif- 
ferences, and until they do set- 
tle them there is a great uncer- 
tainty for the United States, 
which has supported. Formosa 
and Chiang Kai-shek as repre- 
senting China as a whole over a 
long period of time. Also, Com- 
munist troops are still in Korea 
and Indochina, which is another 
source of anxiety. 

* * 

THE RUSSIAN ATTITUDE is 
encouraging, but there are many 
things not spelled out that may 
mean difficulties for the future. 
I know very well that Soviet ob- 
jectives have not changed. The 
Russians may, however, have de- 
cided that atomic war is no an- 
swer for any country. Their pres- 
ent moves toward disarmament, 
toward neutralized states in Eu- 
rope, and even toward more 
peaceful attitudes on the part of 
the Communist Chinese may be 
only the result of the realiza- 
tion that a way must be found 
to live together with the free 
world. This could be their feel- 
ing if they are going to be able 
in the long run to gain their ob- 
jectives without wholesale de- 
struction through atomic war. 

That means that in spite of 
all their. moves we must be 
watching very carefully how we 
make our plans for the future.

It's Time for 
Strawberry 
Shortcake 


By Edith M. Barber 


VERYONE talks about the 
F. weather, but, as has been 

said se often, no one can do 
anything about it. Of course, 
technically, the same thing is 
true about the seasons. And yet, 
these seem to have been turned 
topsy turvy as far as available 
foods are concerned. 

Take strawberries, for _ in- 
stance. They should be most 
plentiful and of best quality 
when they are furnished by local 
truck gardens. Often, however, 
we find the bargains earlier in 
the season when favorable 
weather in growing sections far 
distant from our own market 
has produced them in plenty. 
The peak of the season may be 
‘in May rather than in June. 

Then is when we put straw- 
berry shortcake on the menu. If 
this is chosen as dessert the 
main course that precedes it 
should be light. We all like to 
eat our fill of a good old-fash- 
joned strawberry shortcake. 

The term “short” means rich. 
This means plenty of shortening 
in preparing the dough. If you 
should use a biscuit mix, cut in 
extra shortening that mav be 
butter or margarine, if vou like, 
before the liquid is added. The 
dough should be just stiff enough 
to handle. I like to divide it 
into two portions and to pat 
each to the shape of the pie pan. 

Place one layer in the pan, 
spread with softened butter and 
cover with the second layer. 
Then after baking, the top layer 
can be lifted off easily before 
the sweetened berries are placed 
between the.layers. 

By the way, the berries should 
be hulled after they are washed. 
Then they should be sprinkled 
with plenty of sugar and slightly 
crushed. They will be the bet- 
ter for standing while the short- 
cake itself is being mixed and 
baked.
